3, 1822—opened the 
business of the session by singing an hymn, and 
fervent and devout prayer by brother Timothy 
Bigelow. 

Proceeded to organize the Association ; 

1. Chose Br. T. Bigelow moderator. 

2. Made choice of brothers N. B. Johnson and E. 
Williams, clerks. 

3. Voted Br. N. B. Johnson standing committee, 
to grant letters of fellowship for the Richland, Ohio, 
Association ; and Br. Daniel Demisk standing clerk 
for the same; it being neglected at the session of 
said association, holden last week. 

+. Appointed brothers T. Bigelow, E. Williams, 
Tt. Cotton, N. B. Johnson, and T. Strong, a com- 
mittee to examine candidates for the ministry. 

5. Voted to adjourn to 7 o’clock to-morrow 
morning: prayer and giving of thanks by Br. E. 
Williams. 

Wednesday morning, 7 o’clock, met at Conven- 
tion Hall, agreeably to adjournment ; sang an hymn, 
and prayer by Br. T. Strong ;—proceeded to busi- 
NCSS. 

6. Proceeded to examine the letters from the 
several churches and societies, composing this asso- 
ciation ; and the reports of our brethren from dif- 
ferent parts, which are as refreshing as the showers 
of May. We find the number of members in our 
churches and societies, much increased. 

7. Received into fellowship the society of Auro- 
ra; also the society of Newton and Braceville, and 
the church and society of Austintown. 

8. Received a request from Medina county, 
through Br. Lothrop Seamor, for assistance in the 
ministry. 

9. Received a request, through Br. J. T. Bald- 
win, from Fort Meigs, and the river Raisin, for la- 
bourers in the ministry of reconciliation. 

10. Voted that clerks of all the churches and so- 
cieties bring forward their records, relative to the 
churches and societies, at the next annual associa- 
tion. 

11. Received forty-three representatives in addi- 
tion to the number of last year: John Herrington, 
of Hiram, Portage county, is not received as a mem- 
ber.

14. Order of evening service: Introductory 
prayer by Br. A. Perkins, sermon by Br. 'T. Strong, 
from Isa. lili. 11 ; concluding prayer by Br. T. Cot- 
ton. Voted to adjourn until 7 o’clock, to-morrow 
morning. 

15. Thursday morning, 7 o'clock, met at Council 
Hall; sung an hymn, and prayer by Br. D. St. Clair. 
16. Received the society of Farmington into fel- 
lowship. . 

17. Received Br. John Boyer into the fellowship 
of this Association. Br. Boyer has been, for a num- 
ber of years, a minister of the Christian order, but 
at length has found his way though the fog ; and 
he is not the first to have been so highly favoured. 

18. The committee to examine candidates for 
letters of fellowship, reported in’ favour of granting 
letters to brothers Ambrose Perkins, David St. Clair, 
John Tuttle, and John M. Baldwin, as ministers of 
the Gospel; which report is accepted. 

19. The committee for the examining of eandi- 
dates for ordination, reported in favour of ordaining 
Br. Theophilus Cotton; which report is accepted. 

20. Appointed brothers T. Bigelow, E. Williams, 
and 'T. Cotton, standing committee. 

21. Voted Br. J. T. Baldwin, standing clerk. 

22. Appointed Br. T. Bigelow, treasurer. 

23. Order of public service Thursday morning; 
Introductory prayer by Br. T. Bigelow; first ser 
mon by Br. E. Williams, from Gal. iv. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5. 
Second sermon by Br. R. Jones, from John ix. 7 ; 
concluding prayer by Br. T. Strong. 

24. Order of the afternoon: Introductory prayer 
by Br. E. Williams ; sermon by Br. N. B. Johnson, 
from Matt. xxiv. 14; consecrating prayer by Br. T. 
Bigelow; right hand of fellowship by Br. N. B. 
Johnson ; charge and delivery of the Scriptures by 
Br. T’. Bigelow ; and usual addresses to the Univer- 
sal Society, and to the congregation, by Br. T. 
Bigelow.

A STRANGE BOOK. 
(Continued from page 267.) 
“WHO WILL HAVE ALL MEN TO BE SAVED.” 
1 Tin. ii. 4. 

This is my last in this quaternion of discourses; 
and should it be the last I ever write, I am happy 
in an appeal to the heart searching God, that I have 
wrote with the alone view of vindicating the spot- 
less character of God, from the false colouring 
given to it by monks and priests, for eighteen bun- 
dren years past, on the one hand; and on the other, 
to free the minds of Columbia’s sons, from tlie pre 
judices of an ill directed education ia religious mat- 
ters. I do not flatter myself with the accumulation 
of wealth, nor applause, by my publications: No— 
truth, reason, and nature, plead with Ciceronian 
eloquence, and are like Sampson’s cords, when con- 
fronted by superstition and fanaticism, 

Cato might stand against a world, and the Car- 
thaginian general attempt the passage of the Alps, 
with far brighter prospects of success, than the 
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honest Man may entertain, who has only reason 
and truth, with which to combat prejudice, super- 
stition, and bigotry. 

But we contemplate the happy period as not far 
distant, When common sense shall be received from 
the pulpit, too long profaned with, 

You shall, and you shan’t, you will and you won't! 

You can, and you can’t, you'll be damn’d if you don’t! 

A few olympiads more, and the Truth, under 
God, will be had in grateful reverence. 1 catch the 
sacred flame of enthusiasm at the prospect, and hail 
the blessed day, when the sun of science and liber- 
ality shall rise with effulgence, and heighten the 
raptures of creation. The money hard earned by 
the sweat of the mechanic’s brow, will then no 
longer be lavished as a reward for brimstone ser- 
mons, which might be prescribed as a medicine, 
but would never hold the attention of men pos- 
sessed of liberal minds. 

It is now quite time to examine the tert, and see 
what it contains: Thus far I have proceeded with- 
out making any use of the passage at all; nor should 
I need its aid, for the establishment of the doctrine 
of Universal Salvaticn, but as it is a volunteer in 
favour of that sentiment, I wish to treat it with 
sacred respect. 

“ Who will have ail men to be saved.” 

Believers in the Bible, will agree that this text 
was given by inspiration of the all-knowing God: 
and others, that it accords with that tnfinite wisdom 
and goodness, which are every where exhibited in 
the physical world, and in the disposition of all 
events; of consequence, no dispute will arise re- 
specting the sentiment it contains, as being in uni- 
son with the benignity of the blessed God. 

Thus happily agreeing with regard to the text, I 
shall reduce that which I have to offer, within the 
circumference of four queries: First—Is eternal 
salvation of God, or is it of man? Second—Is God 
absolutely willing that all men should be eternally 
saved? Third—Is God able to effect the thing he 
wills? Fourth—If he is able to effect his purposes, 
who can hinder their accomplishment? 

First—Is eternal salvation of God, or, is it of 
man? I say eternal salvation, for I presume this 
isthe only reference of the text; and this is the 
salvation, of which, I deny the influence of what is 
termed free agency. 

I well know the old calvinistie divines tell us of 
a three-fold salvation—temporal, spiritual, and 
elernal: but sure I am, that, that salvation in our 
text can have no reference to the former kinds of 
salvation—viz. temporal, and spiritual: for God 
could not will salvation from natural evils, and not 
be at war with the economy of nature: nor from 
spiritual evils, and send the devil to be a lying spirit 
in the mouth of Ahab’s prophets! 

The question then before us, is simply this, Is 
eternal salvation of God, or of Man?—if my op- 
poser should say, that salvation in the bright world 
before us, is of man,—a just reward of his services 
—secured to him by his obedience, and sought out 
by his genius, perseverance, and superiour good- 

ness, he will have, aot only me, but Paul to op- 


pose.—“ To him that worketh,” saith Paul, “ is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt.” “ By 
grace are ye saved, through faith: and that not of 
yourselves.”—* Not of works, jest any man should 
hoast.”—“ If by grace, then it is no more of work ; 
if it be of work, it is no more of grace.” 

That men are saved through the benignity of 
God, is surely the general declaration of the New 
Testament, and’ accords with the glorious nature of 
our Father in heaven, and the manner of our abso- 
lute dependence. 

If the blessed God, saves me in the eternal world, 
solely for my works—then my works are the pur- 
chase of glory to me: and there can be no more of 
grace in this business, than there is in paying an 
honest debt, fulfilling of a contract, or rewarding of 
real merit. 

But to retain a moiely of Presbyterian pride, and 
to escape a full contradiction of the Bible, it may 
be urged, that work is one half and grace the other, 
in the great affair of eternal salvation. This, let 
me say, is akind of patchwork salvation which the 
very Bible knows nothing of; and from the picture 
of which reason revolts. 

I wish not to enforce my doctrine, by playing 
upon the passions of men; but I have buried the 
best of mothers and the best of wives; from them 
not one word of merit in works, nor hope of heaven, 
but that bottomed on the eternal merey of God. 
My profession has called me to attend many of my 
fellow creatures, in that most solemn and trying 
moment, death: not one has ever urged works, but 
the almighty love and fatherly goodness of God.* 

Indeed, salvation upon the double feot of grace 
and human interference, one would think, must 
lessen Jesus, in the estimation of Christians. He 
is expressly said to be the Saviour of the world: 
God's salwalion to the ends of the earth, &e. The 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world ; and that his blood cleanseth from all sin, &c. 

Now upon the scheme of human agency in the 
business of salvation, what are we taught? Why, 
that there is no truth in these declarations of the 
Bible; that notwithstanding all that Christ has 
done, we must repent of sin, be punished for it in 
this world, and, after all this, work out our own 
salvation, and save ourselves by our works, or be 
damned for ever! If a man must be punished for his 
sins, (which God forbid I should deny,) how has 
Jesus saved him from sin, and what of grace ap- 
pears in his salvation? Iam an advocate for the 
punishment of human misdemeanor, it is good for 
the punished, for society, and perfectly fit and right; 
but the absurdity of being saved by grace, and saved 
by works; of being exonerated by the sufferings of 
Christ, and yet found guilty, and a subject for pun- 
ishment, are solecisms against which ‘I shall ever 
contend. 

A magistrate finds me guilty, and punishes me 
by statutes: Is there any grace in discharging me 
after the law has had its course ? 

The Saviour declares he has taken away my sin,

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borne my iniquity, and that I am healed by his 
stripes; yet I am arrested, dragged to trial, charged 
with the whole of my wickedness, and punished un- 
tilthe last farthing is paid. Is not my salvation in 
this case, by laceration, without any mixture of 
graces 

God punishes me because he loves me; he saves 
me because he is good, and made me to be a gainer 
bv my existence. Allis performed by infinite good- 
ness, aud I believe it will be agreed, that salvation 
1s of God, and not of man. 

Second—Is God absolutely willing that all men 
shonld be saved? Hill, mentioned in my text, is 
God's will; it signifies choice, command, bequest. 
Solvation is then the choice, command, or bequest, 
ot the ali-knowing, all-mighty and immutable God! 
T'o doubt whether God will have all men to be 
swed, is to doubt the truth of the Bible, and this I 
shall doubt, when any part of it contradicts that 
wisdom and goodness every where displayed in the 
creation; but as the text is one with the voice of 
nature, he must be ignorant both of nature and na- 
ture’s God, who calls its truth in question. 

The believers in partial salvation, do not like to 
deny so plain and unequivocal a passage as my text ; 
but yet, having such an unaccountable desire for 
the damnation of their next neighbour, they are for 
qualifying it a little, and say, God will have all men 
saved, if they will work out their salvation. I would 
ask these honest spirits, if they think it likely, God 
knew from eternity, who would work out his salva- 
vation? Is alinighty will so discordant with infinite 
knowledge; or if any one should be absurd enough 
to say, God did not necessarily and eternally know 
that any one of the race of man would possess hea- 
ven hereafter, and yet that he willed they should, I 
ask, would not this be to will what he did not know, 
and therefore be no will, or be indeed, to will no- 
thing ? I cannot think the God of nature so imper- 
tect, as to will totally in the dark. 

Third—Is God able to save all men; or to effect 
his will? This question would always carry the 
aflirmative with it, were it not for the omnipotent 
tr. What a pity this conjunction should ever have 
had existence, since it is the great mischief-maker ; 
damning men on the one hand, and proving too 
hard for almighty will, on the other! I have already 
argued that the absurdity of supposing God could 
really and honestly will that, which he had no 
knowledge of: I here only subjoin, that if Jehovah 
may be supposed so to will, he must be supposed 
to will about, he knows not what... He who would 
thus reduce the Eternal, is as ignorant of his 
character, as the ass on which Jesus rode into Je- 
rusalem. 

If, then, God be admitted to know what he wills: 
no doubt he will be supposed able to carry his will 
into effect. For to will a thing, and be unable to 
do it, ily comports with Omnipotence. If, then, 
the salvation of all men, be worthy of God to will, 
no ‘oubt it is within the limits of Omnipgtence to 
effect it. 

My last quere only remains to be considered.

The doctrine of Universal Salvation is presenteg 
to them in the manner in which the serpent address. 
ed himself to our first parents.—* Thou shal not 
surely die,” were not the first words that Eve heard 
from him. It was necessary she should first bp 
shown that such a threat was inconsistent with the 
goodness of God. “ Yea! hath God said, that ye 
shall not eat of every tree of the garden ?”—« (,), 
it be possible that a Being infinitely good should 
lay his creatures under any such restriction?” An@ 
when Eve replied —* Of the fruit of the trees of the 
garden we may eat, but of the fruit of the tree 
which isin the midst of the garden, God hath said 
ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye touch it, Jest 
ye die.” Having prepared her mind to receive the 
doctrine, he boldly assures her, “ Ye shall not sure- 
ly die:” or, in other words, that she had misunder- 
stood the meaning of the declaration, piain as she 
might have supposed it. And that the Creato; 
could not intend what she had believed, he assures 
her, “ God doth know, that in the day ve eat there 
of, your eyes shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil.” And, knowing thar 
this would be the case, it was evident that she must 
have misunderstood him. Thus, mistrusting her 


own judgment, and believing that God was toe 


good to be severe, she was deceived. Man was cre- 
ated an innocent, but not a perfect creature. H 
had much to learn, and therefore was exposed to 
temptation. 

It was not till the preacher had convinced hi: 
auditor that the tree was good for food, as well as 
pleasant to the eye, and, above all, a tree to be ¢e- 
sired to make one wise, that she took of the fru. 
thereof, and did eat.—Now, if by a plausible repre- 
sentation of the character of God, our progenitor, 
in a state of purity and innocence, might be bioug!' 
to believe a Jie, it surely cannot be wondered at, if 
men should now be deceived by similar plausibility 
and effrovtery. And, beside, that man is now a de- 
praved creature, and consequently, has his under- 
standing darkened, and his passions all enlisted for 
the support of the kingdom of darkness, it ought to 
be observed that long experience in practice must 
have given the preacher great adroitness in his 
mode of attack and defence ; so that, to use the 
words of Jesus, “if it were possible, he would se- 
duce even the elect.”

For once, there- 
fore, we shall strive to please all ; consequently, we 
must let it be said, that the devil told the lie, and 
Mr. W. R. Tweedale, like poor mother Eve, is de- 
ceived, and has been his willing dupe! If this of- 
fends, we wash our hands of the blame. Had we 
the power of colouring and shading, and retracing, 
with gentle touches, the picture, to suit the vision of 
every beholder, we would do it. As it is, we have 
used the only pencil God and nature gave us. If 
the features are too prominent, the spectator must 
retouch, and mould and soften with the colour of 
his own fancy, until the likeness shall be complete. 

It is perfectly useless, unless our Opponents pos- 
ess sufficient candour to admit that two and tio 
make four, as well in the Universalists’ Arithinetic, 
as the one used by the supposed orthodox, to deny 
plumply, or prove the contrary by conclusive testi- 
mony, to say nothing of logical deductions and ra- 
tional argument. Mr. W. R. Tweedale, and his 
compeers, are Calvinists. Now, reader, pray sup- 
pose, for once, that we Universalists have published 
a Tract, entitled “ Anti-Calvinism.” That, in the 
stead of introducing the sentiments, principles, and 
dJoctrines, avowed and advocated by Calvinists, we 
have produced the doctrines, &c. of Mahomet, 
fathered them upon the Calvinists, as their peculiar 
and proper principles, &c. every thing they can say 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and having raised a 
nan of straw, proceed to burn him with the fire of 
our wit, and stone him to death with our arguments! 
Would not this be “ vastly pretty?” Should we 
not be entitled to much praise for honesty? And 
having killed our man of straw, would not our repu- 
tation for bravery and invincibility be established ? 
Reader, if you answer in the affirmative, you bestow 
a merited eulogium on Mr. W. R. Tweedale. His 
Universalism bears about as much resemblance to

Therefore, as every 
man is created to the one or other end, so we say 
that he is predestinated either to life or death.” — 
B. 1. ch. 16. and B. 3. ch. 22. See, also, B. 3. 
ch. 21. and 22 passim. 

“ This counsel as touching the lect, we say is 
grounded upon his free mercy, without any respect 
to the worthiness of man, but whom he appointed 
to damnation; to them, by his just indeed, and 
irreprehensible, but also incomprehensible judg- 
ment, the entry of life is blocked up.” B. 3. ch. 22 
sec. 7. & ch. 23. sec. 8. 

We leave itto Mr. Tweedale to decide, whether 
Mahometanism and Calvinism, or Aig Universalism 
and our faith, have the greatest claims to affinity!!! 
To the reader we say, Ponder these things. If 
Mahomet or Calvin be God, serve him. But, if 
the Lord be God, serve him. 

Reader, we shall make short work of this subject, 
Look at it— 

Devil. “Ye shall not surely die.” 

Calvin. “For when we say that he (Christ,' 
bore our sins upon his body on the tree, we mean 
nothing else thereby but that he suffered all the pain 
and punishment that was due unto our sins.’* 

Universalism. “The wages of sin is death.t 
Tribulation and anguish shall be upon every soul of 
man that doeth evil, of the Jew first, and also of the 
Gentile.” Rom. vi. 23; i. 9. “In the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.” Gen. it. 
17. “ Death passed upon all men, for that all have 
sinned. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive.” Rom. v.12. 1 Cor. xv. 22. 

Devil. Silent and ashamed. 

Calvin. “For all are not created to like 
estate : but to some eternal life, and to some elernal 
damnation was foreappointed.” 

Univeratilism. “Having made known unto us 
the coum or his will, according to his good plea- 
sure, which he hath purposed in himself: that in 
the dispensation of the fulness of times, he might 
gather together in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and which are on earth, even 
in him.” Eph. i. 9,10. “ll nations whom thou 
hast made shall come and worship before thee, O 
Lorp ; and shall glorify thy name.” Psa. Ixxxvi. 9. 
“ God is a Spirit, and they that worship him, must 
worship him in spirit and in truth.” John iv. 24. 

Mr. Tweedale, with much piety, we presume, 
says, “ Long experience in practice must have giv- 
en the preacher [i. e. the devil, alias the Univer- 
salist,] great adroitness in his mode of attack and 
defence ; so that, to use the words af Jesus, ‘If it 
were possible, he would seduce even the elect.’” 
Now we dissent from this. We believe the devil to 
be a bungler, and not very “adroit in his mode of 
attack.” Reader, it may surprise you to hear, that 
Mr. W. R. Tweedale is not very adroit. You shall 
decide on the merits of that man’s attack or defence,

STERNE’S SERMON. 

«4nd Jacob said unto Pharaoh, The days of the 

years of my pilgrimage, are an hundred and 

thirty years; Few and evil have the days of the 

years of my life been.” Gen. xlvii. 9. 

There is not a man in history, whom I pity more, 
than the man who made this reply ; not because his 
days were short; but that they were long enough to 
have crowded into them so much evil as we find. 

Of all the patriarchs, he was the most unhappy; 
for, bating the seven years he served Laban for 
Rachel, “ which seemed to him but a few days, for 
the love he had to her,”’—strike those out of the num- 
ber—all his other days were sorrow; and that, not 
from his faults, but from the ambition, the violence 
and evil passions of others: A large portion of what 
man is born to, comes, you will say, from the same 
quarter: It is true; but still, in some men’s lives, 
there seems a contexture of misery; one evil so 
rises out of another, and the whole plan and execu- 
tion of the piece has so very melancholy an air, that 
2 good natured man shall not be able to look upon 
it, but with tears on his cheeks. 

I pity this patriarch still more, because, from his 
first setting out in life, he had been led into an ex- 
pectation of such different scenes: He was told by 
Isaac his father, that “God should bless him with 
the dew of heaven, and the fatness of the earth, and 
with plenty of corn and wine: That people were to 
serve him, and nations to bow down to him: That 
he should be lord over his brethren: That blessed 
was every one that blessed him, and cursed was 
every one who cursed him.” 

The simplicity of youth takes promises of happi- 
ness in the fullest latitude ; and, as these were more- 
over confirmed to him by the God of his father’s, 
on his way to Padan-aram, it would leave no dis- 
trust of their accomplishment upon his mind: Eve- 
ry fair and flattering object before him, which wore 
the face of joy, he would regard as a portion of his 
blessing; he would pursue it—he would grasp a 
shadow. 

This, by the way, makes it necessary to suppose, 
that the blessings which were conveyed, had a view 
to blessings not altogether such as a carnal mind 
would expect; but that they were, in a great mea- 
sure, spiritual, and such as the prophetic soul of 
Tsaac had principally before him, in the compre- 
hensive idea of their future and happy establish- 
ment, when they were no longer to be strangers and 
pilgrims upon earth: For, in fact, in the strict and 
literal sense of his father’s grant—Jacob enjoyed it 
not; and was so far from being a happy man, that 
in the most interesting passages of his life, he met 





with nothing but disappointments ahd splvens'e 
flictions. 

Let us accompany him from the first treachereis 
hour of a mother’s ambition; in consequence of 
which he is driven forth from his country, and the 
protection of his house, to seek protection and an 
establishment in the house of Laban his kinsman. 

In what manner this answered his expectations, 
we find from his own pathetic remonstrance to La- 
ban, when he had pursued him seven days journey, 
and overtook him on mount Gilead. I see him jn 
the door of the tent, with the calm courage which 
innocence gives the oppressed, thus remonstrating 
to his father-in-law upon the cruelty of bis treat. 
ment. 

“These twenty years that I have been with thee. 
the ewes have not cast their young, and the rams of 
thy flock have I not eaten. That which was torn of 
beasts, I brought not unto thee—I bare the loss of 
it; what was stolen by day, or stolen by night, of 
my hands didst thou require it. Thus was I: In 
the day the drought consumed me, and the frost by 
night, and my sleep departed from my eves. Thus 
have I been twenty years in thy house: I served 
thee fourteen years for thy two daughters, and six 
years for thy cattle; and thou hast changed my 
wages ten times.” 

Scarce had he recovered from these evils, when 
the ill conduct and vices of his children, wound his 
soul to death. Reuben proves incestuous—Judah, 
adulterous—his daughter Dinah is dishonoured— 
Simeon and Levi dishonoured themselves by 
treachery—two of his grandchildren were stricken 
with sudden death—Rachel, his beloved wife, per- 
ishes; and in circumstances which embittered his 
loss, his son Joseph, a most promising youth, is 
torn from him, by the envy of his brethren; and to 
close all, himself driven by famine, in his old age, 
to die amongst the Egyptians, a people who held it 
an abomination to eat bread with him. Unhappy 
patriarch! Well might he say, That few and evil 
had been his days. The answer, indeed, was ex- 
tended beyond the monarch’s inquiry, which was 
simply his age; but how could he look back upon 
the days of his pilgrimage, without thinking of the 
sorrows which those days had brought along with 
them. All that was more in the answer than in the 
demand, was the overflowings of a heart ready to 
bleed afresh at the recollection of what had be- 
fallen. 

Unwillingly does the mind digest the evils pre- 
pared for it by others; for, those we prepare our- 
selves, we eat but the fruit which we have planted 
and watered; ashattered fortune, a shattered frame, 
so we have the satisfaction of shattering them our- 
selves, pass naturally enough into the habit, and by 
the ease with which they are both done, they save 
the speculator a world of pity: But those like Ja- 
cob’s, brought upon him by the hands from which 
he looked for all his comforts—the avarice of a pa- 
rent—the unkindness of a relation—the ingiatitude 
of a child—they are evils which leave a scar; be- 
sides, as they hang over the heads of all, and there- 
fore may fall upon any, every looker on has @ 
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interest in the tragedy; but then we are apt to in- 
terest ourselves no otherwise, than merely as the 
incidents themselves strike our passions, without 
carrying the lesson farther: In a word—we realize 
nothing, we sigh, we wipe away the tear, and there 
ends the story of misery, and the moral with it. 

Let us try to do better with this. To begin with 
the bad bias which gave the whole turn to the patri- 
arch’s life, parental partiality, or parental injustice, 
it matters not by what title it stands distinguished, 
it is that, by which Rebekah planted a dagger in 
Fsau’s breast, and an eternal terror with it in her 
own, lest she should live to be deprived of them 
both in one day; and trust me, dear Christians, 
where that equal balance of kindness and love, 
which children look up to you for, as their natural 
right, is no longer maintained—there will daggers 
ever be planted; “the son shall literally be set at 
variance against his father, and the daughter against 
her mother, and the daughter-in-law against her 
mother-in-law; and a man’s foes shall be they of 
his own household.” 

It was an excellent ordinance, as well of domes- 
tie policy, as of equity, which Moses gave upon this 
head, in the 21st of Deuteronomy. 

“Ifa man have two wives, one beloved and one 
hated, and they have born him children, both the 
beloved and the hated, and if the first born son be 
hers that was hated, then it shall be, when he 
maketh his sons to inherit that which he hath, that 
he may not make the son of the beloved first born, 
before the son of the hated, which is indeed the 
first born, but he shall acknowledge the son of the 
lated for first born, by giving him a double portion 
of all that he hath.” The evil was well fenced 
against—for it is one of those which steals in upon 
the heart with the affections, and courts the parent 
under so sweet a form, that thousands have been 
betrayed by the very virtues which should have pre- 
served them. Nature tells the parent, there can be 
no error on the side of affection; but we forget, 
when nature pleads for one, she pleads for every 
child alike—and, why is not her voice to be heard ? 
Solomon says, oppression will make a wise man 
mad. What will it do then, to a tender and inge- 
nous heart, which feels itself neglected—too full 
of reverence for the author of its wrongs to com- 
plain: See, it sits down in silence; robbed, by dis- 
couragements, of all its natural powers to please— 
born to see others loaded with caresses—in some 
uncheary corner it nourishes its discontent—and, 
vith a weight upon its spirits which its little stock 
of fortitude is not able to withstand, it droops and 
pines away: Sad victim of caprice!

ty. Not so the doctrine of Christ. His premises 
are interwoven with the counsels of eternity, and 
predicated on the immutable purposes and unbound- 
ed love of the great Jehovah. His language is, 
“Father, glorify thy Son, that thy Son also may 
glorify thee.” Christ is the Head of human na- 
ture. The whole family of man are recipients of 
the great work of redemption. The Head is the 
first of the members in honour ; and the glory of 
the Head is by affinity the property of, and enjoyed 
by the members. God glorified Christ, our Head, 
that Christ also might glorify him! Consequently, 
no man will ever glorify God, until God shall first 
glorify the man. God is the Sun of the spiritual 
world which he has created. Sin, or error, now 
eclipses the spiritual constellations, which otherwise 
would shine and reflect the divine and glorious light 
of the great Father of lights, who dwelleth in light 
inaccessible. He alone can. “ purge the visual ray.” 
His hand must remove the covering that is over all 
people, and the vail that is over all nations, and wipe 
the tear from off every eye. 

This sublime truth is alone in accordance with 
the Scriptures, and harmonizes with the perfections 
of Deity. “Gop 1s Love.” Every purpose which 
Love can devise, Wisdom plan, and Power execute, 
will be perfected in the “ dispensation of the fulness 
of times,” when God shall “ gather together in one 
all things in Christ.” Then wiil all be glorified of 
God, and all will then, as a consequence, glorify 
their Almighty Father, Redeemer, and Friend. 
Then will the time arrive of which Paul spoke, 
1 Cor. iv. 5. “ Therefore, judge nothing before the 
time, until the Lord come, who both will bring to 
light the hidden things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts; and then will 
every man have praise of God.” It is all of God, as 
saith the prophet, Psa. Ixxxvi. “ All nations whom 
thou hast made shall come and worship before thee, 
O Lord, and shall glorify thy name.” God’s name 
is Saviour. His name will be glorified when all 
creation shall arrive at the end of their existence, 
and “God be allin all. Wao shall not fear thee, 
O Lord, and glorify thy name? for thou only art 
holy : for all nations shall come and worship before 
thee; for thy judgments are made manifest.” 
Rey. xv. 4.
